WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Three leading officials of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor were sentenced to Jail today by Justice 
Wright of the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia for con- 


ee tempt of court by violating an injunction restraining them from 


. ae a 4S lishing. the Buck’s Stove and Range €o. of St. Louis. on the 
oa fair’’ and “We Don’t Patronize’’ lists. 
‘Samuel G ompers, president of the Federation, was sentenced 


puke Noe pte pu og ca 
te 12 months in Jail; John Mitchell, vice-rpesident of the Federa- 
- tion, to nine months, and Frank Motrison, secretary, to six months. 

“The three men were released on bonds pending an appeal to the United 
States Court of the District*of Columbia. Bonds were furnished by a surety 
company a’ follows: Gompers, $5000; Mitchell, $4000; Morrison, $3000. 

All the defendants were in court when the decision was read. Justice 
Wright, following the usual custom, asked them if they had anything to say 
as tojwhy sentence should not be passed on them. Then followed a dramatic 
acene. : 

: GOMPERS’ REPLY TO THE COURT. 

Gompers stood up ‘and said to the Court: 

‘“T ar not conscious at any time during my life of having violated any law 
ef the country or of the State in which I live. I would not consciously violate 
a law now nor at any time during my life. It is possible, under the circum- 
stances that bring me before Your Honor this morning, that I have done so, 
but, sir, I persist that fréedom of speech and freedom of the press have not 
been granted. There are things that I would like to say, but I cannot do it 
now.” 

At this point Gompers remarked thai he had said all he cared to, but after 
a short pause he added that he would like to make a few more remarks. 

“J may say that this ie a struggle of the working people of our coun- 
try and it is a struggle of the working people for right. It is a struggle of 
the ages—a struggle of the men of labor to throw off some of the burdens 
which have been heaped upon them; to abolish some of the wrongs and to 
ebtaih some of the rights too long denied. If men must.-suffer because they 
dare speak for the masses of the men of the country; if a man must suffer 
because he has fought sordid greed-—ne must bear the consequences. 


TELLS WHY EVIDENCE WAS NOT DENIED. | 
“Your Honor has, in the course of your opinion, accepted the testimony ad- 


duced by the Buck’s Stove and Range Co.—accepted it as evidence and laid 
much stress upon the fact that the evidence is not denied. 


“And the failure to deny, I can readily understand, must be accepted as 


an admission, as a cenfession. But Your Honor will see the situation. Sup- 
per "gochn ‘eltian were brought before the court charged with a crime—even 
the crime of acne ise if, believing that the Judge sitting upon the bench 
undertake to proceed with the trial of the defendant without submit- 
such a case to a jury, and if the defendant were advised that the Judge, 
exercise of that function, violated the fundamental principles and guar- 
rights of the Constitution—that in the last analysis, the highest court 

of the land would reverse the Judge. 


“But if I cannot discuss grave problems; great issues in which the peopie |" 


, all over our country are interested—if a speech by me during a political cam- 
paign, if the speeches in furtherance of a great principle or a great right are to 
be held dgainst me, I shall have to be willing to bear the consequences. I would 
not have you believe me a man of defiant charactér in disposition or in con- 
duct. But in the pursuit of honest conviction and in the furtherance of the com- 
mon interests of my fellow men, I shali not only have to, but be willing to 
submit to whatever penalty your Nonormay impose.”’ : 


MITCHELL INDORSES PENALTY; GOMPERS’ STAND. 
Mitchell followed in a strong, resonant voice: 
“I thoroughly and unreservedly indorse what Mr. Gompers has said. } 
should like his expression to be accepted as my own.” 


Morrison spoke last. “I indorse,” said he, “what Mr. Gompers has sgid t 


am conscious of doing no wrong or having in any way Violated any law, and 
it is my belief that in every act I have committed I have but exercised my 
tights under the Constitution and the laws of this land.” :

PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 23,—Bank Ex- 


aminer Nesbit, testifying today in the 
preliminary hearing of seven Council- 
men and two bankers, charged with 
bribery, gave \a remarkable account of 
the discovery, in the course of his regu- 
lar. work, of the corrupt transactions 
between members of the Council and 
officers of the German National Bank. 
According to Nesbit’s story, Cashier 
Vilsack of the bank, after a talk with 
Councilman John Klein, took $17,500 
from the bank’s vaults, with the ap- 
proval of President Ramsey, and laid 
the money on a table in a vacant room. 
Klein was in the bank at the time. 
When Vilsack returned to the room, the 
money had disappeared from the table. 


Note Aroused Suspicion. 
Nesbit said he examined the German 


National Bank, completing his work last 
Saturday morning. He found a note for 
$17,500, the features of which, he said, 
aroused his suspicions. He asked Cash- 
ier Vilsack about the matter. 


At first Vilsack said ft wae pirétr 3 


personal matter. Nesbit told him he 
did not believe that, and asked him 
dgain for an explanation, threatening to 
use his authority. Fimally Vilsack, he 
sald, admitted the money was used to 
obtain city.deposits, and that the $17,- 
500 had had been paid to a councilman. 

Then the bank examiner told how the 
$17,500 disappeared from the bank. Ac- 
vording to Examiner Nesbit, Klein ap- 
proached Cashier Vilsack, and said the 
German National Bank would be made 
a city depository if the bank was willing 
to do as other banks had done. 

The money was then taken out and 
placed on the table, and disappeared. 


Says President Confessed. 
Examiner Nesbit says he also talked 


with President Ramsey concerning the 
transaction, and that Ramsey had first 
denied it was banking business, but 
later told the same story as had Vil- 
sack. He said he realized the entire 
affair had been carried through without 
the knowledge of the directors of the 
German National Bank, and on Satur- 
day afternoon called a meeting of the 
directors, at which he explained the 
matter. 

Vilsack and Ramsey, he said, admit- 
ted that his story was true, and said 
it had been their intention to take care 
of the matter personally, and that the 
bank would’ lose nothing. 

The directors immediately required 
both the president and cashier to resign 
and filled their positions.* 

Monday evening they were arrested 
along with Klein and six other council- 
men, 

Sitting with Magistrate Brady at the 
hearing were Mayor Guthrie and Direc- 
tor of Public Safety Lang. The court- 
room was filled almost to suffocation 
with prominent men in business and po- 
litical circles of Pittsburg. 

Just as the case against Vilsack and 
Ramsey was called a newspaper pho- 
tographer touched off a flashlight pic- 
ture, The report was loud, some per- 
son cried: “I’m shot,’’ and in a moment 
the room, which rapidly filled with 
smoke, was in an uproar. 

Mayor Guthrie immediately ordered al] 
photographers put of the courtroom.

Ex-President of Mutual Re- 
serve Company Inhales 
Gas at His Home. 





NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Frederick A. 
Burnham, former president of the Mu- 
tual Reserve Life snsurance Co., com- 
mitted suicide today by inhaling illumi- 
nating gas in his apartments at 6 Bast 
Fiftyeighth street. Burnham was under 
indictment in connection with the life 
insurance scandal. 

The Mutual Reserve Life Insurance 


Co. went into the hands of receivers in 
February last. President Burnham, his 
brother, George Burnham Jr., the 
treasurer of the company, and George 
D. Eldridge, the actuary, were indicted 
on charges of larceny, which grew out 
of an alleged payment of the funds of 
the company in satisfaction of persona! 


claims against some of its officers. 

George Burnham Jr. was tried on the 
charge of larceny, convicted and gen- 
tenced to serve two years in prison, 
but the Appellate Division of the su- 
preme Court set aside this verdict and 
he was released. The case agninst the 
elder Burnham has not come to trial 
and it was understood that it would not 
be prosecuted.

Wednesday aftérnoon: 

“Tt is impossible to say from the mea- 


ger report of the case published in _ the 
extra editions of today’s newspapers. the 
full scope and effect of the decision. ! 
understand that the different opinions 
rendered by several of the Supreme 
judges cover upwards of 500 legal-cap 
typewritten pages. I have ordered 
copies and it will not be possible or even 
proper for me to discuss the opinions 
without knowing their exact purport. 

“It ia evident, however, from the pub- 
lished synopsis of the decision that the 
result is not entirely unfavorable to the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Co: It is also ap- 
parent that the Supreme Court has tak- 
jen the view that the connection of the 
 Waters- Pierce Oll_Co. with the Standard 
Oil Co. has not been voluntary. 

“While the Court has found the Wa- 
ters-Pierce Olf Co. technically guilty, 
the Court has merely imposed a fine 
and has not adjudged the forfeiture of 
its charter. On the contrary, the Su-

“Insolent Defiance,” Court Calls It. 

The Court continues: 

“When, with the parties to this cause 
in attendance, their dispute heard and 
the gtatus of the subject of their con- 
troversy examined Into, the inhibitory 
process of this tribunal issued forth, it 
was the law’s command to stand ‘hands 
off’ until justice for this matter could 
ibe ascertained, 

“Is not law wide enough and its shield 
broad enough to avert from annihila- 
tion that which its tribunals have taken 
in hand for the very sake of decreeing 
whether it shall not be saved? 

‘*Yet everywhere, within the court and 
out, utter, rampant, insolent defiance 
is heralded and proclaimed; unrefined 
ineult, coarse affront, .vulgar indig- 
nity measures the litigant’s conception 
of the tribunal's due, wherein his cause 
still penas, 


The Law Has Been Made to Fail. 

“Before the injunction was granted, 
these men announced that neither they 
nor the American Federation of Labor 
would obey it; dince it issued they have 
refused to obey it, and, through the 
American Federation of Labor, diso- 
bedience has been successfully achieved 
and the law has been made to fail. 
*“Not only has the law failed in its 
efforts to arrest a widespread wrong, 
but the injury has grown more de- 
structive since the tnjunction than it 
was before. There is a studied, de- 

ymined, defiant conflict precipitated 
ere light of open day between the 
decree of a tribunal ordained by the 
Government of the Federal Unian and of 
the tribunals of another federation, 
grown up in the land. One or the other 
must succutfib, for those who would 
unlaw the land are public enemies. 
Believes in the Uprightness ef Men. 
“On the sociological aspect of the situ- 
ation, some faith in the ultimate right- 
ness of American men, whether in labor 
unious or out, is to be entertained; for I 
believe the habit of the land . which 
saturates them with a readiness to yield 
to authority has undone them before 
now through the errors of misguiding 
leaders, swollen by pigmy power. 
“Tt stands in the nature of things that 
the unlettered be most sensible of that 
authority which most often shows itseif 
in their modest affaira, although a high- 
er power may exist to which their at- 
tention Is not every moment directed 
by some interference with them, but to 
which they stand ready to adhere upon 
the mément that shows them that the 
leaser authority was in mistake, or lead- 
ing them wrong. 
“Tt is written in this record that the 
fabor union and its officers meddle into 
@ member's dally affairs deeper than 
does the law; restrict him in matters 
that the law leaves free and then so 
continually crowd their authority upon 
his attention that insensibly he comes 
to regard them aa of control in his af: |

Quotes From Gompers’ Writings. 
The Coutt quoted at great length the 
attitude taken by Gompers since the in- 


junction was issued, his writings, inter- 


views and publications, and remarked: 
“All of which was published, all of

“With knowledge and approval of the 
other writings hereinbefore specified 
against Gompers, he (Morrison) took 
part in the circulation and distribution 
in large numbers of each and every issue 
of the Federationist containing them, 4s 
hereinbefore “specified against Gompers 
and with the same purpose and intent,"’ 
the Court said. 

Concerning Mitchell, the Court pointed 
to various acts by him, which, he said, 
placed him within the pale of the law, 
He quoted from Mitchell's book on “Or- 


ganized Labor, Its Problems, Purposes | 


and Ideals,” containing passages where- 
in Mitchell declared that it was the duty 
of all patriots and .aw-abiding citizens 
to resist injunctions. 


Charges Against Mitchell. 
Mitchel! ator was credited with siga- 


ing “with full knowledge, the ‘Urgent 
appeal’ which accompanied the articles, 
and circular letters to various secre- 
taries as heretofore specified agoinst 
Gompers and Morrison, and with knowl- 
edge of their contents, their distribu- 
tion and with the same purpose aud in- 
tent."' 

The Court ‘also referred to the pres- 
ence of Mitchell in the chair on Jan. 
25, 1906, at the annual convention of ihe 
United Mine Workers of America, when 
a resolution was adopted placing the 
Buck's Stove and Range Co. on the 
“Unfair list.”’ 

The Court said: 

“In defense of the charges now at 
the bar, neither apology nor instruc- 
tion is deemed fit to be embraced; no 
claim of unmeant contumacy is heard; 
persisting in contemptuous violation of 
the order, no defenge is offered save 
this: “That the injunction infringed the 
constitutional guarantee of freedom of 
the press, and infringed the constitu- 
tional guarantee of freedom of speech.’ 

‘These do not fill-the measure of the 
case. The injunction was against a gen- 
eral contumacy; the injunction inter. 
feres with no legitimate right of criti- 
clam or comment that law has ever 
sanctioned and the respondent's intima- 
tien that jt does so is a pretense.” 

In/ reference to the freedom of the 
press, the Court declared that the Con- 
stitution nowhere conferred the right 
to speak, to print or to publish. ‘It 
guarantees," he said, “only that in go 
far as the general government is con- 
cerned, its Congress shall not ‘abridge 
and leaves the subject to the regula- 
tion of the several states, where it be- 
longs. 

“Who can be persuaded,” the Court 
continued, “that the penalizing of false 
libels against honorable men or against 
the virtue of chase women Is an out- 
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invaded the right of free speech and of | 
the press, the Court said: 

“The position of the respondents in- 
volves questions of the preservation of 
social order, questions which smite the 
foundations of civil government, and 
upon which the supremacy of the law 
over anarchy and riot verily depend. 
Are controversies to be determined in 
tribunals formally constituted by the 
law of the land for. that purpose, or 
shall each individual take his own way? 

In the opinion of the Court, even 
where a tribunal had fallen into error 
in the determination of a cause in 
which it was invested with jurisdiction, 
the duty and necessity of obedience re- 
mained; “and,” said the Oourt, “I place 
the decision of the matter at the bar 
distinctly on the. proposition that were 
we confessedly erroneous, yet it must 
have been obeyed (Worden vs. Searles. 
121, U. S., 14). It is a question of the 
supremacy of the law over the rabble.‘ 


Judiciary Must Be Vindicated, 

At the conclusion of his decision, Jus- 
tice Wright said: 

“It would seer not inappropriate for 
such a penalty as will serve to deter 
others from following after such out- 
law examples; will serve physically to 
impose obedience; even though late; will 
scrve to vindicate the order'y powers of 
yudicial tribunals and establish over this 
litigation the supremacy of law.” 

He thereupon pronounced Jail sen- 


tence on Gompers, Mitchell and Mor- 
rison. 


History of the Prosecution, 

The Buck's company prosecution of 
officials of the Federation began in 
August, 1907. The Original action was a 
test case wherein it was sought, to en- 
join the labor unions from using’ the un- 
fair anu “We don’t patronize’ lista in 
their fight against firms and individuals. 

Justice Gould of the Supreme Court of 
the District of Columbia issued an in- 
junction, which later was made perma- 
nent, forbidding the publication of the 
company’s ~---~ in these lists. Presi- 
dent Gompers itn an editorial made 
known his intention not to obey the 
Court's order, contending that the in- 
junction issued was in derogation of the 
rights of labor and an abuse of the in- 
junctive power of the courts. - 

Gompers, Mitchell*and Morrison sub- 
sequently were cited for contempt and 
this phase of the case has been before 
the court for many months, the pro- 
ceedings taking ‘ne form of a hearing 
of testimony before an examiner, and 
many arguments.

CHICAGO, Dec. 23.—Samuel Gompers 
will carry out the jail sentence imposed 
on him today rather than attempt to 
purge himself of contempt, according to 
statements of labor. leaders here. 

Barney Berlyn, a delegate from Chj- 
cago to the recent American Federation 
of Labor convention at Denver, stated 
today that Gompers, during that con- 
vention, had expressed his determina- 
tion to go to jail if necessary in the 
Buck's case.

News of Overthrow Confirmed. 

BERLIN, Dee 23.—The Foreign Of- 
‘fice this: morning received a dispatch 
from Caracas confirming the press re- 
ports of the overthrow of President 
Castro. 

‘Phe whele country rose against Cas- 
tro,” the communication said. “The Gov- 
ernment of Juan Vicente Gomez has 
been greeted with much sympathy by 
the native population and a large pro 
portion of the foreign residents. 

“A good impression hag been created 
py. the fact that Gomez already has ta- 
ken steps ‘to re-establish good relations 
with the Powers and open navigation 
on the Orinoco River. The Foreign Of- 
toe has other information to the ef- 
fect that Castro's return to Venezuela 
is regarded as out of the question.” 

Castro declares he ‘will return to Vené- 
guela as quickly as possible to personal- 
ly lead @ meres to regain the pres- 
idency. 

Choking with rage as the details of 
the demonstration against him were re- 
ported to him today, he said that he 
would sail at once. 

“The nation will arise and reinstate 
ita friend and protector,” Castro said. 
‘The new rulers belong to a clique who 
are destrous of enriching themselves at 
the public expense; I am sure the 
people will rally to me. I have always 
guarded their 4nterests and prevented 
adventurers from plundering them." 

The proclamation of tne overthrow of 

the exiled President was cabled to Cas- 
tro tovay. It was signed by eighty of 
the most prominent residents of Venez- 
uela and read as follows: ! 
- “Your rule is terminated and “your 
power destroyed. Venezuela, syrfeited 
by your systematic tyranny, resolved 
to inaugurate a new era. 

“Your property has been confiscated, 
If you attempt te land again in’ Venes- 
uela you will be arrested and indicted 
for embeaziement of the public's 
money.” 

When Castro read this he flew into a 
rage at Dr. Isreal’s Sanitarium and 
created such a disturbance that the 
patients in remote parts of the building 
were alarmed.

It whipped the in- 
dependents into line by cut rates, re- 
bates and secret espionage on their 
business. 

The decision, including’ the concurring 
opinions of Jurges Lamm and Graves, 
fills 400 closely typewritten pages, and 
the total number of words is estimated 
at 120,000. At 1000° words to the column, 
the decision would. fill 120 columns, or 
15 pages, of the Post-Dispatch. 

While final agreement is shown, it is 
made to appear that Judge Graves 
saved the Waters-Pierce company from 
being utterly ousted from the State and 
deprived summarily of its privilege of 
doing business. 


Uniawful Formation of Trust. 
In the principal opinion, Judge Wood- 


son says: 
“This record abounds in instances 
where this unlawful combination has 
withered the energies of competitors, 
blighted individual investments in legiti- 
mate business, driven smell and honest 
dealers out of business for themselves 
and have made them ‘hewers of wood 
and drawers of water’ for the trust; and 
has reduced the price of petroleum and 
at the same time has raised the cost of 
thé various finished products thereof to 
the great detriment of the producers of 
the raw material and to the consumer of 
the manufactured products thereof. 
‘We have devoted time to the consid- 
eration of this case, and have care- 
fully gone through the unprecedented 
record and brief on file herein, which 
jcover almost four thousand printed 
pages, and we have carefully consid- 
ered all the objections made to the ad- 
mission and objection of the evidence; 
the giving and refusing instructions as 
well as the exceptions made to the re- 
port of the master. Those which were 
specially urged upon our attention we 
have discussed at much length in this 
opinion, while those not discussed are 
incidental or subordinate to those which

The action in reference to the Waters- 
Pierce company is taken, the opinion 
states, in order to protect the. minority 
stdck holders whg “objected to enter- 
ing and becoming members of the so- 
called Oil Trust, and did everything 
within their power to prevent the same, 
and exerted every influence within 
their command to act independent of it, 
but to no avail.”’ 

Continuing on this line, the opinion 
says: “And the evidence also discloses 
that the majority interests in the com- 
pany, which are owned by the New Jer- 
sey company, displaced the president of 
the company, who was a minority stock- 
holder, because of his persistent efforts 
to conduct the affairs of the company 
independent of the New Jersey and In- 
diana companies. Those facts being 
true, the punishment to be inflicted 
upon that company should not be 80 
severe as that imposed on the other two 
respondents, and thereby recognize the 
good faith of the minority stockholders 
and at the same time impose a punish- 
ment upon the company which is com- 
mensurate with the offense commjtted 





against the State.”’

It 
sends out to the trade card quota- 
tions, giving tank, wagon and bar- 
rel prices. As a rule, those pricés 
are followed by all other oil com- 
panies, including the independent 
companies, doing business in this 
State, As long as the independent 
companies do not reduce prices or 
imcrease the aggregate amount of 
their sales’ above 10 or 15 per cent 
of the entire amount of the sales 
made in the State there is no war 

¢ uvon them regarding prices. 
But whenever any independent 
company reduces prices below those 
fixed by Weaters-Pierce or when- 
ever their aggregate sales ex- 
ceed 1% ‘per cent of all sales 
made in the State a vigorous 
warfare is waged against them, 
chiefly through the Republie com- 
pany, by’ “means of an elaborate 
system of espionage in their busi- 
ness and cutting prices or giving 
rebates until the independents are 
- glad to throw up their hands and 
say ‘enough’ and de contented to 
sel oil at the prices and in the 
quantities prescribed by the Wa- 
ters-Pierce — and acquiesced 
in by the Indiana and Republic 
companies.

HE common interest run- 
je ning. through all of these 
eompanies ‘is responsible 
for their formation and business 
schemes and policies, and lead up 
to and induce the Standard inter- 
est, including the respondents, to 
divide the State in twain; to fur- 
nish oil and (transportation for 
each other; to decline to sel) to 
or to transport oils for the inde- 
pentente and to fight them with 
he Republic company by a sys- 
tem of espionage and rebates. 

“The direct effeet of those facts 
which are not seriously disputed, 
was to create, by indir€ction, 
pool, trust and combination in re- 
straint of trade, and to fix and 
maintain prices at which respond- 
ents sold the products of petro- 
leum in this State, 

“In the case at bar the New Jer- 
sey, the Waters-Pierce, the Indi- 
ana and the Republic companies 
were all parties to the conspiracy 
charged in the information, and 
whether formed-in this State or 
not is weg | immaterial, for clear- 
ly all of them, except the New 

ersey company, sold the prod- 
uets of petroleum in this State in 
pursuance of that conspiracy and 
in violation of our anti-trust laws, 
anid are thereby rendered amenable 
to the penalties thereof.” 














Judge Lamm, in his separate opinion, 
concurring in the holding of the other 
judges, but urging greater punishment 
for the Waters-Pierce Company, says: 

“If the Court, in administering pun- 
ishment, may look within the body cor- 
porate and see the individual stock- 
holders and comment on their tentative 
positions in the inception of corporation 
enterprises, and mete out justice, not as 
it may affect the body corporate, which 
is a party to the litigation, but the in- 
dividual shareholders, who are not par- 
ties, then at least it should not be lest 
sight of that the same record that 
shows the minority stockholders of the 
Waters-Pierce Company at first protest- 
ed, also showed that they finally con- 
sented. , 

“Did these mniority stockholders in- 
voke judicial aid in any court open to 
them to prevent a consummation of the 
unlawful purpose of the Alleged wicked 
majority? Not at all. Did they ever 
give open cry to their protest and call 
to their aid the foree of wholesome 
public opinion? No. Did they refuse to 
take an even pro rata of the illicit fabu- 
lous ns arising from the unlawful 
combination? No. Have they got these 
gains in pocket now? Yes. Do they of- 
fer restitution? No. 

“Until such time as it will be writ- 
ten as a precept of law that the allow- 
able way to defeat temptation is to give 
way. to it, or until it be written in the 
law that the alluring enticement of 
great gains forces the tempted one into 
deing an illegal act and takes the edge 
from a willing participation in an ille- 
gal act. I am not willing to extend 
such judiical sympathy. ; 

“To suspend the judgment of ouster 
on payment of a fine, conditionally, 
upon a showing of corporate fidelity to 
law is well enough, but the punishment 
is too light for such conspicuous, profit- 
able, deflant and long-drawn-out viola- 
tion of our anti-trust statutes. Justice 
should not be spectacular or capricious, 
but as this defendant made millions of 
illegal profits, its fine should be meas- 
ured by its’ own stamdard in order to 
be felt and appreciated. . 

‘I am therefore of the opinion that 
the amount of its fine should be fixed 
at $1,000,000. The fine of the Standard 
Oil Co. of Indiana should be increased 
and the ouster changed from an abso-

In Germany, Although Fam- 
ous, She Earned Only $1750

DRESDEN, Dec. 23.—Mme. Schumann- 
Heink became an American citizen be- 
cause Americans appreciate her voice 


to the tune of over $100,000 a year more 
than did her own German countrymen. 
She says so herself. She is now here 
preparing to sing the role of Clytemnes- 
tra in the new Richard Strauss opera, 
“Electra,” which is to receive its first 
production Jan. 2%, at the Royal Opera 
House. 

“Although I was a prima donna of 
one of the richest Hamburg opera 
houses,” says Schumann-Heink, “I 
never earned more than $1750 per an- 
num. .When I closed a contract with 
Maurice Grau for a New York engage- 
ment the Berlin Opera House offered 
me a contract with a guarantee of $6900 
per annum, but I went to New York 
instead. 

“The German newspaper always spoke 
of me as a singer of the first order, 
and as a great artist, and the German 
public showered me with honors, but 
there was a lack of money. I had half 
a dozen children at home, and I was a'- 
ways in financial straits for their sup- 
port. The specter of want never left 
my fireside while I was singing ex- 
clusively on the German operatic stage. 

“I found ,it .very different in the 
United -States. Only last season, for 
instance, I gave 130 concerts, each net- 
ting me $1000.

Remorse at Fiancee’s Fate 
Causes Young Man to 
Commit Suicide. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 23.—By the 
death of Miss Wilma Ewan, aged 4%, 
of Topeka, at the University Hospital 
here, from an effects of an operation 
and the suicide of Leon Detler, her flan- 
ce, in Topeka, a few hours later, two 
new names have been enrolled among 
the victims of unhappy love. 

The young woman died after hours 
of suffering, and Detler took his life 
by jumping from a fourth-story win- 
dow in a moment of remorse at his 
part in the tragedy which had ended 
her life.

Young Detler, to whom she had been 
engaged for some time, was in the city 
at the time and stayed by her side 
during the time of her suffering and 
until her death. He then left for To- 
peka. Arriving there, he went to the 
fourth floor of the new Daily Capital 
Building. A. moment later his body 
was picked up on the cement sidewalk 
below, a crushed and broken mass of 
flesh and bones. ‘ 

Two persons who saw his body hurt- 
ling through the air, after it had left 
the building, described his fall in such 
@ manner as to leave no doubt that he 
intended suicide.

LONGBOAT SIGS 
TO AUN SCHRUBE 
WA MARATHON 
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NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Patrick Pow- 
ers wires from Toronto that he has 
signed the fleet-footed Indian, Long- 
boat, to run a Marathon race with Al- 
fred Shrubb, the wonderful English 
distance runner, in Madison Square 
Garden on Jan. 26 next. 

The Indian is strong just now, while 
the Marathon craze is on, and the fact 
that his manager, Flanagan, is willing 
to take a chance with him is assur- 
ance that Shrubb will have to run 
every inch of the route of 26 miles and 
385 yards. 

That, of course, is one way of looking 
at it. There is another view. Shrubb 
holds every professional distance rec- 
ord from 2000 yards up.to 11 miles. He 
has never been beaten in competition. 
He is. now coach for Harvard and is 
showing the aspiring young university 
men at Cambridge how to eat up the 
ground before breakfast. He is 36 years 
old, and has been a runner for more 
than a decade. He is 5 feet 7 inches 
tall and weighs 136 pounds. 

Notwitstanding his comparatively 
short stature, he has a stride of more 
than five feet. He has beaten relays 
of the best professional runners in this 
country and Canada. On Jan. 16 last 
he outran a relay of five men in a 10- 
mile race at the Coliseum in 51m. 33 2-5s., 
nearly five laps ahead of his last com- 
petitor. 

In November of last year Shrubb beat 
a relay composed of Tom Meyers, Sam 
Williams and Frank Kanaly in a 10- 
mile race, his time being 52 minutes 
flat. He finished 600 yards ahead of 
Kanaly, the last of his three opponents 
in that race. He has never attemptéd 
a race of more than 16 miles. On two 
occasions his ankle gave out in races 
of that distance. 

Lengboat has never, as far as records 
show, been pushed to his limit of speed. 
As Martin Sheridan says, “He is & 
crazy Indian, and that covers every~ 
thing. If hg should take to training by 
modern methods he would be beaten 
as sure as his name is Longboat.”

The holiday dullness has settled down 
on the local wheat market to a pro- 
nounced degree, Wednesday's session 
bringing forward nothing important in 
the way of price movements of any 
breadth or of aggressive speculative op- 
erations.

She Resented His. Refusal to 
Make Professional Calls 
at Midnight.

WASHINGTON, N. J., Dee. 23.—Dr. 
Charles B. Smith, a prominent physi- 
clan here, and Mayor of the town, was 
disfigured for life and perhaps blinded 
in one eye yesterday afternoon by car- 
bolic acid thrown in his face. He 
charges Mrs. Alice Castner. daughter of 
John Bowers, one of the wealthiest resi- 


dents of this place, threw the acid and 
that Mrs. Castner also tried to shoot 
him. 

Mrs. Castner, an extremely pretty 
widow, lives with her father on a farm 
near town. Her horses and carriages 
|have attracted much attention. Dr. 
Smith said he had been treating Mrs. 
Castner for several years and that she 
was a nervous wreck. It was necessary, 
the. physician said, to see the patient 
three times a day. About two months 
ago she went to New York to consult an 
osteopath, believing that her hip was 
dislocated. 

She returned to Washington a month 
ago, saying she had been cured, ‘but 
Dr. Smith declares she called upon him 


gan sending for him in the middle of 
the night. Dr. Smith says he refused 
to respond to a midnight summons. 
Yesterday he met Dr. F. J. Riew, who, 
Dr. *mith declares, told him that sfrs. 
Castner had told him she was going 
to kill Dr. Smith or herself. Mrs. Cast- 
ner called at Dr. Smith’s office and was 
ushered into the consulting room. Aftrr 
closing the door, the physician charges, 
she drew a ~evolver and exclaimed: 
Pistol Taken From Her, 

“IT am going to kill you or myself.”’ 

Dr. Smith says he seized the woman’s 
wrists, and, with the aid of Miss Al- 
berta Shrop, his secretary, wrested the 
revolver from her and put it into his 
pocket. He then told the woman to* 
leave the house, which she refused to 
do. The doctor’s wife and Miss Shrop 
endeavored to make her leave, but in 
vain. 

Dr. Smith then went into another 
room and put on his hat and overcoat 
with the intention of visiting a pa- 
tient. While he was thus engaged, the 
doctor charges, Mrs. Castner went into 
a room adjoining his office and got a 
bottle of carbolic acid. When he came 
back and was talking to her, he charges. 
Mrs. Castner dashed the liquid in his 
face. 

Both sides of his face were shocking- 
ly burned. Little of the acid entered 
one eye, but Dr. Smith will probably 
lose the use of the other. 1
